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Annual  Report. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hinckley 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  you  with  my  Annual 
Report  respecting  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
Hinckley  Urban  District  during  the  year  ending  December,  1918. 


Again  a memorandum  has  been  received  from  the  General  Population 
Register  Office,  giving  a statement  or  table  of  births  and  deaths, 
also  a table  giving  the  birth  and  death  rate  and  an  analysis  ol 
mortality  for  1918  for  England  and  Wales,  and  further,  two 
estimates  of  population.  One,  namely,  12,857,  is  the  estimate  given 
for  the  civilian  population  of  the  district  to  be  used  for  the  cal- 
culation of  the  civilian  death  rate  as  compared  with  12,650  for  1917  ; 
and  the  other  estimate,  14,406,  is  the  one  to  be  used  for  the 
calculation  of  the  birth  rate  as  compared  with  14,105  in  1917. 


All  the  calculations  that  follow  will  be  based  on  these  figures, 
from  these  returns  also  it  will  be  gathered  that  the  natural  increase 
in  population,  i.e.,  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  16  as  compared 
with  70  in  1917,  91  in  1916,  and  156  in  1915  in  your  district. 


Inspections  continue  to  be  carried  out,  and  there  is  no  doubt  Overcrowding 
that  a certain  amount  ol  overcrowding  does  exist,  but  in  a minor 
degree,  which  in  normal  times  would  not  occur,  and  this,  though 
not  of  a serious  nature,  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  great  scarcity  of 
houses  in  your  neighbourhood,  especially  of  the  artisan  type,  for 
the  building  of  new  houses  has  been  practically  at  a standstill 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war.

Deaths 


The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  187, 
again  showing  a marked  decrease  on  former  years. 

I he  decrease  in  igis  was  25  births  on  the  figures  for  IQ17  when 
there  were  212  births  registered,  and  a decrease  of  64  births  on  the 
figures  for  1916,  when  t here  were  251  births  registered. 

These  figures  are  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  and, 
unfortunately,  show  a very  much  lowered  birth  rate.  These  births 
include  10  illegitimate  children,  8 males  and  2 females  (one  female 
given  by  the  General  Registry  Office). 


No  births  took  place  at  the  Union  Infirmary  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  3 births  in  1917  and  2 births  in  1916. 

Of  the  187  births  101  were  males  and  86  were  females,  giving  an 
average  birth  rate  of  1 2 9 per  1,000  as  compared  with  212  births  and 
a birth  rate  of  15-03  in  1917,  and  251  births  with  a birth  rate  of  17  9 
per  1,000  in  1916. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  during  the 
same  period  was  17-7,  so  that  for  your  district  the  average  is  nearly 
5 below  the  average  for  the  whole  country.  The  birth  rate  is 
indeed  far  and  away  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Again  one  notes  that  there  were  more  male  births,  namely  15 
over  females  as  compared  with  10  more  males  over  females  in  1917. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  belonging  to  your 
district  was  171  as  compared  with  146  in  1917,  and  160  deaths  in 
1916. 

Of  these  17 1 deaths  81  were  males  and  90  females,  giving  an 
average  death  rate  for  1918  of  13-3  per  1,000  as  compared  with  112 
per  1,000  in  1917,  and  12  4 per  1,000  in  1916 

The  death  rate  for  the  whole  country  in  1918  was  17  6 per  1.000. 

These  deaths  are  inclusive  of  19  deaths  (13  males  and  6 females) 
which  took  place  at  the  Union  Infirmary,  and  g deaths  (4  males 
and  5 females)  which  took  place  at  the  Uottage  Hospital. 


Two  deaths  were  registered  of  patients  at  the  Manor  House 
Dispensary,  and  the  death  of  four  military  patients  or  non  civilians 
took  place  which  will  have  to  be  excluded  in  making  the  usual 
returns. 

There  were  altogether  12  deaths  of  residents  belonging  to  the 
district  registered  outside  (7  males  and  5 females)  as  reported  to  me 
in  lists  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  there 
were  9 deaths  (4  males  and  5 females)  of  non-residents  registered  in 
the  district  according  to  the  return  sent  by  the  local  Registrar. 
However  the  figures  are  in  accordance  with  those  of  the  General 
Registry  Office  after  making  the  usual  additions  and  deductions, 
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There  were  5 uncertified  deaths  (3  males  and  2 females)  and 
these  cases  were  such  that  the  Coroner  did  not  think  it  necessary  to 
hold  an  enquiry.

November,  2S  deaths ; December,  24  ; and  March,  22,  were  the 
months  of  greatest  fatality. 

January  with  6 deaths;  February,  June  and  August  8 deaths 
each,  were  the  months  with  the  least  number  of  deaths. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  for  the  weeks  ending

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  registered 
was  15  8 males  and  7 females  (sixteen  given  by  the  General 
Registry  Office)  as  compared  with  18  deaths  in  1917,  and  25  deaths 
in  1916. 

This  gives  an  average  death  rate  of  8o'2  per  1.000  births  in  1918, 
as  compared  with  84-9  in  1917.  and  996  in  1916.  The  Infant 
Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  97,  so  that  the  rate  for  your 
district  must  be  considered  more  than  satisfactory,  showing 
practically  a gain  of  17  points  over  the  rest  of  the  country. 

This  is  a matter  for  congratulation,  and  one  can  only  repeat 
the  remarks  made  in  last  year’s  report,  that  these  good  figures  are 
certainly  in  part  due  to  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Health  Visitor, 
who  is  informed  of  every  birth  in  the  district  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  who  then  visits  all  the  mothers,  giving  them 
proper  advice  as  to  the  bringing  up  of  their  infants,  such  as  feeding, 
proper  clothing,  cleanliness,  sanitation,  ventilation,  overcrowding, 
etc,  At  the  same  time  it  must  also  be  emphasised  that  much  good 
work  has  been  carried  an  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  and  one 
must  appreciate  and  give  hearty  thanks  to  all  those  ladies  who 
have  voluntarily  given  so  much  of  their  time  to  this  good  cause  ; 
and  it  is  here  also  that  the  Health  Visitor  is  able  to  further  her 
work,  knowing  the  early  career  of  tire  little  infants  that  are  brought 
here. 

It  is  also  impressed  on  mothers  when  necessary  that,  if 
additional  treatment  be  required,  that  they  should  consult  their 
own  medical  advisers.

The  babies  are  systematically  weighed  and  the  figures  charted 
in  separate  hooks,  and  if  they  are  found  not  to  he  making  the  usual 
progress  they  are  ad\  ised  as  to  the  best  course  to  take. 

Virol  and  infant  clothing  are  also  provided  at  a small  cost. 

Entertainments  are  also  provided  by  the  same  ladies  which  are 
a great  attraction  and  much  appreciated.

Of  these  6 deaths  3 were  males  and  3 were  females,  as  compared 
with  .|  deaths  in  1917,  and  4 deaths  in  1916.  Five  of  these  deaths 
were  due  to  Premature  Birth,  and  one  death  was  due  to  being 
accidentally  overlain.

Ol  these  latter  5 were  males  and  4 were  females.  Four  of  these 
deaths  were  due  to  Bronchitis,  1 to  Congenital  Debility,  2 to 
Enteritis.  1 to  Influenza,  and  1 uncertain  or  ill  defined. 


Included  in  the  above  was  1 death  ol  an  illegitimate  male  due 
to  Acute  Bronchitis,  as  given  by  the  l ocal  Registrar,  though  the 
figures  from  the  General  Registry  Ollice  were  4 (3  males  and  1 
female). 


There  were  7 deaths  registered  as  due  to  Zymotic  Diseases 
during  the  year,  namely —

giving  a Zymotic  death  rate  of  -5  as  compared  with  3 deaths  with 
a rale  of  my/  in  1917,  and  4 deaths  with  a rate  of  31  in  1916. 

These  figures  may  be  considered  Quite  satislactory  considering 
that  we  had  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  year. 
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The  average  number  of  inmates  for  the  past  year  was  70  as 
compared  with  80  in  1917,84  in  1916,  and  90  in  1915,  showing  that 
during  the  war  there  lias  been  a general  decrease  in  numbers  at 
these  institutions. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  19  as  compared  with 
25  in  1917.  and  24  in  1916. 

Six  of  these  deaths  were  in  persons  over  So  years  of  age.  The 
average  age  at  which  death  took  place  was  (>4'9.  This  figure  is  not 
so  good  as  for  former  years. 

Seven  of  these  deaths  (4  males  and  3 females)  were  of  persons 
belonging  to  places  outside  the  district,  and  12  deaths  (9  males  and 
3 females)  of  persons  belonging  to  your  district. 

A tremendous  amount  of  good  work  continues  to  be  carried  out 
at  this  excellent  institution.  The  Staff  remains  the  same,  and  the 
Hospital  is  kept  up-to-date  with  all  the  equipment  accessary  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  various  cases  that  are  admitted. 

A Children's  Ward  is  very  much  needed,  and  I have  no  doubt 
that  when  the  town  returns  to  normal  times  that  the  Committee 
will  take  this  in  hand.  As  showing  this  want  it  may  be  stated  that 
out  of  141  patients  admitted  during  the  year  over  60  per  cent,  were 
children  under  15  years  of  age. 

Much  useful  work  is  also  carried  out  in  the  Out  Patient 
Department,  more  so  on  account  of  the  treatment  of  soldiers  dis- 
charged or  at  home  on  leave,  but  here  again  there  is  no  adequate 
accommodation  provided  at  the  Hospital  for  this  increasing  work, 
but  the  Committee,  no  doubt,  will  see  that  this  also  will  be 
remedied  in  the  near  future. 

The  District  Nurse  has  continued  to  give  her  services  at  the 
homes  of  those  patients  who  require  attention  and  careful  nursing. 

During  the  past  year  9 deaths  (4  males  and  3 females)  took 
place  at  the  Hospital  as  compared  with  5 deaths  in  1917,  and  6 
deaths  in  191b. 

Two  of  these  deaths  (females)  were  of  patients  from  outside 
your  district. 

One  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  again  report  that  much  valuable 
work  has  been  performed  by  the  Guild  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  public  have  not  been  slow  in  appreciating  that  work  as  shown 
by  the  increased  financial  support  given  to  this  object,  and  thus 
showing  that  they  value  the  Committee's  desire  to  help  those  who 
are  unfortunate  enough  not  to  be  able  to  care  for  themselves. 

Most  of  the  cases  requiring  operative  interference  have  been 
admitted  through  the  kindness  of  the  Hospital  Authorities  into  the 
Cottage  Hospital,  where  every  attention  and  after  care  has  been 
given  by  the  Matron  and  Nurses.

The  Guild  continues  to  supply  cork  bools,  splints,  artificial 
limbs,  crutches,  and  many  other  instruments  to  those  who  require 
them. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  receiv  ed  for  the  year  was  428 
as  compared  with  84  in  1917,  anil  440  in  191b. 

The  cause  for  the  large  number  in  1918  was  due  to  an  epidemic 
of  Measles  in  your  district  during  the  months  of  February  and 
March.

One  case  only,  a female,  came  under  notice  during  the  year, 
and  with  careful  and  diligent  treatment  made  a good  recovery. 

Again  one  must  urge  on  mothers  the  importance  of  immediately 
seeking  advice  when  their  babies  are  found  to  suffer  from  mattery 

eyes. 

No  cases  reported,  but  on  account  of  there  being  a number  of 
cases  during  the  year  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  it  is  as  well 
to  know  that  the  two  Small  Pox  Hospitals  in  the  County  were 
always  kept  in  readiness  to  admit  cases  should  they  arise. 

There  were  7 cases  notified  (3  males  and  4 females)  as  compared 
with  6 cases  in  1917,  and  18  cases  in  1916.  Of  these  7 cases  6 were 
in  persons  over  45  No  sanitary  defects  were  discovered  in 
connection  with  the  premises  of  those  affected,  and  there  were  no 
deaths. 

There  were  4 cases  (2  males  and  2 females)  notified  during  the 
year  as  against  11  in  1917  and  3 in  191b.  Two  of  the  cases  were 
notified  from  the  same  h*use.  Three  of  the  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  one  isolated  at  home  under  proper 
control. 

There  were  3 cases  ( 1 male  and  2 females)  reported.  T hey  were 
all  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  they  made  good 
recoveries. 

Antitoxin  is  still  stored  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  in 
the  district  who  require  it,  and  the  County  Council  provide  for  the 
examination  of  throat  swabs  taken  from  suspicious  cases  when 
submitted  to  them. 
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During  the  year  39:  notifications  were  received  of  these 
diseases  of  which  380  ( 190  males  and  190  females)  were  Morbiili  or 
English  Measles,  and  12  (5  males  and  7 females)  were  Kdtheln  or 
German  Measles.  The  following  table  will  give  the  periods  of  the 
year  when  these  cases  appeared.

There  were  4 deaths  due  to  Morbiili  (1  male  and  3 females'  and 
all  took  place  in  March,  and  this,  considering  the  number  of  cases, 
must  be  deemed  quite  satisfactory. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  public  are  now  more  impressed 
with  the  seriousness  of  this  illness,  with  the  result  that  they  exercise 
more  care  in  nursing  and  attention  generally.  All  the  schools  were 
closed  during  the  height  of  the  epidemic,  and  were  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  disinfected  before  being  re-opened. 

Again  one  has  to  report  a clean  sheet,  and  one  can  go  so  far  as 
to  say  that  no  case  has  been  notified  since  1914.  The  Military 
Authorities  notify  all  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid  in  soldiers 
who  have  returned  home  for  convalescent  purposes. 

There  were  no  cases  reported. 

One  death  took  place  as  the  result  of  an  accident  of  Parturition.

No  cases  were  notified,  but  in  the  event  of  a doubtful  case  aris- 
ing, a bacteriologist,  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the 
County  Council,  is  informed  and  he  comes  over  to  investigate  the 
case  and  all  contacts,  and  to  suggest  the  necessary  action  that 
should  be  taken  to  deal  with  the  same. 

This  disease  has  affected  your  district  in  the  form  of  an 
epidemic  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  and  two  types  of 
the  illness  have  been  noted.  That  in  May,  the  so  called  Spanish 
Influenza,  was  of  a mild  character,  and  affected  the  whole  of  the 
town.  It  was  quite  common  to  find  a whole  family  down  with  the 
disease  at  the  same  time.  Fortunately  it  was  as  stated  a mild  form 
ol  illness,  but,  nevertheless,  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  schools. 

In  November  and  December  an  epidemic  of  true  Influenza 
which  was  much  more  serious  visited  the  whole  of  your  district. 
A communication  was  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
respecting  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and,  acting  on  the  suggestion 
contained  therein,  it  was  decided  to  print  bills  dealing  with  pre- 
ventory  measures  and  post  them  all  over  the  town,  and  also 
informing  the  public  of  the  serious  nature  of  this  infectious  disease, 
so  that  when  attacked  they  should  thoroughly  isolate  themselves 
as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  avoid  the  complication  of  Pneumonia. 

Preventative  measures  were  also  advised  for  those  who  had 
not  been  attacked,  in  the  form  of  mouth  washes  and  nose  syringing. 

The  public  were  also  advised  to  avoid  overcrowding  in  dwell- 
ings and  places  of  entertainment.  This  question  of  overcrowding 
was  dealt  with  in  a General  Order  received  in  November  from  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  the  requirements  of  this  order  were 
duly  carried  out  as  far  as  your  district  was  concerned.

This  table  includes  2 cases  of  persons  who  died  in  the  district 
of  soldiers  on  leave,  which  have,  therefore,  been  transferred,  and 
does  not  include  those  who  have  been  registered  away  but  belong 
to  the  district.  The  number  of  deaths  as  supplied  from  the  General 
Registry  Office  was  24  (13  males  and  1 1 females),  but  the  number  as 
supplied  by  the  Local  Registrar  was  23.  and  this  after  the  necessary 
corrections  had  been  made.  I give  from  the  latters  figures  more  in 
detail  the  ages  and  sex  distribution  of  the  deaths  from  Influenza.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  it  affected  both  sexes  equally. 
So  far  as  I know  no  bacteriological  examination  of  sputa,  etc.,  was 
made,  and  no  evidence  of  any  special  means  of  introduction  of  the 
disease  was  obtainable. 

The  period  of  incubation  was  from  3 to  5 days,  and  the  period 
of  infectivity  lasted  from  7 to  10  days. 

fl'he  mode  of  spread  was  in  most  cases  direct  contact,  and  it 
was  more  common  than  not  to  find  that  people  had  suffered  from  a 
previous  attack 

As  Pneumonia  was  not  notifiable  at  the  time  it  is  difficult  to 
give  the  number  of  cases  that  were  complicated  by  this,  but  it 
accounted  for  45  per  cent,  of  the  deaths. 

As  stated  before  the  epidemic  was  no  inspector  of  any  part  of 
the  district.  No  hospital  treatment  was  given,  and  it  was'nt  found 
necessary  to  close  the  only  public,  entertainment  place. 

Medical  assistance  was  given  to  all  cases  requiring  it,  and 
where  complications  did  arise  the  District  Nurse  was  ahvavs 
willing  to  help  with  her  services. 

There  was  1 death  (a  female)  registered  as  compared  with  2 
deaths  in  1917  The  disease  was  not  very  prevalent  111  youi  district 
during  the  past  year.

Tuberculosis-  I he  County  Council  still  continue  to  deal  with  the  treatment 

of  most  of  the  rases  suffering  from  this  disease.  The  Tuberculosis 
Officer  will  always  consult  with  any  medical  practitioner  over 
doubtful  cases,  either  at  the  Local  Dispensary  or  at  the  patient's 
own  home,  and  then  give  suggestions  as  to  the  best  form  of 
treatment  for  each  individual  case. 

During  the  past  year  18  cases  (7  males  and  11  females)  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  as  against  24  cases  (14  males 
and  10  females)  in  1917.

There  were  3 other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  notified  (1  male  and 
2 females)  as  compared  with  6 cases  in  1917,  and  the  regions 
affected  were  the  Spine,  Larynx  and  Peritoneum.

There  were  16  deaths  registered  (f>  males  and  10  females;  as 
compared  with  19  deaths  in  1917,  and  18  deaths  in  1916. 

Of  these  deaths  5 were  notified  during  the  year.  Two  deaths 
were  registered  away  but  belonged  to  the  district. 

There  was  one  death  due  to  Tubercular  Meningitis  for  which 
no  notification  was  received. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  other  Tubercular 
diseases,  namely  the  Bladder  and  Kidney. 

Taking  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  Consumption 
accounts  for  9' 3 per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in  the  district.

Dispensarv  at  Hinckley.  Out  door  for  males  and  females,  and  in 
door  as  well  for  males. 

Sanatorium  treatment  is  given  at  Mowsley,  where  adults  and 
children  of  both  sexes  are  admitted. 

Your  Council  still  continue  to  supply  disinfectants  for  all 
houses  requiring  the  same,  and  the  usual  disinfection  when 
required. 

All  the  cases  notified  have  been  visited,  and  the  Health  Visitor 
under  the  Leicestershire  County  Council  has  also,  after  being 
notified,  given  a full  report  of  all  conditions,  sanitary  and  other 
wise,  in  connection  with  these;  the  usual  instructions  have  been 
given  to  the  sufferers,  and  the  necessary  caution  to  those  who 
come  in  contact. 

All  defects  discovered  in  the  dwelling  have  as  far  as  possible 
been  remedied. 

Apart  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  there  were  23  deaths  Chest 
registered  as  due  to  these  diseases  as  compared  with  24  in  1917.  Diseases 

Of  these  23  cases  19  (7  males  and  12  females)  were  due  to 
Bronchitis,  and  4 deaths  (2  males  and  2 females)  were  due  to 
Primary  Pneumonia,  giving  a percentage  of  1 3^4  for  your  district. 

There  were  9 deaths  (6  males  and  3 females)  registered  as  due  Cancer  and 
to  the  various  forms  of  Malignant  Disease  as  compared  with  14  Malignant 
deaths  in  1917,  and  1 1 cases  in  1916.  Disease. 


There  were  3 deaths  registered  (2  males  and  1 female)  as 
compared  with  2 deaths  in  1917.  and  S in  1910. 

There  were  2 male  deaths  as  the  result  of  Congenital  Debility, 
and  5 deaths  (3  males  and  2 females)  due  to  Premature  Birth. 

There  were  15  deaths  (6  males  and  9 females)  due  to  the  various 
forms  of  Heart  Disease  as  compared  with  16  deaths  in  1917,  so  that 
1 death  took  place  out  of  every  1 1 from  this  cause.

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Isolation  I Hit  ing  the  past  year  13  cases  (b  males  and  7 females)  w ere 

Hospital  admitted  into  the  Institution  as  compared  with  36  cases  (12  males 
and  24  females)  in  1917. 

Six  of  these  cases  (3  males  and  3 females)  were  from  the 
l rban  District. 


Of  these  6 cases  (2  males  and  1 female)  were  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
ft  male  and  2 females)  were  Diphtheria. 

All  made  good  recov  eries. 

Housing  It  was  quite  impossible  for  the  Council  till  the  end  of  the  year 
Schemes,  to  proceed  with  the  necessary  plans  of  building  on  the  sites  acquired 
by  them  in  Burbage.  Road  and  Rugby  Road, 

It  is  to  lie  hoped  that  a good  start  will  have  been  made  in  the 
actual  erection  of  the  proposed  houses  in  1919. 

Factories  and  I lie  number  ol  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  district  is  the 

Workshops,  same  as  in  1917,  and  from  inspections  made  it  was  usually  found 
that  they  were  maintained  in  good  and  satisfactory  order,  and  it 
was  not  found  necessary  for  any  notice  to  be  served  on  any  owner 
in  respect  of  any  nuisance  or  defect. 

Regarding  the  Home  Office  Order  of  1917  requiring  every 
Factory  and  Workshop  to  be  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of 
drinking  water,  I have  to  report  that  this  has  now  been  complied 
with  in  all  the  factories  and  workshops  in  this  district. 


Water  This  continued  satisfactory  during  the  year  with  the  exception 

Supply,  of  one  or  two  days  in  the  driest  period  of  the  summer,  when  it  was 
found  necessary  to  curtail  the  supply  to  one  consumer  outside  the 
Hinckley  Urban  District.  'This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  total 
consumption  of  water  on  those  particular  days  was  as  great  as,  if 
not  greater,  than  the  yield  of  the  Snarestone  well  and  headings. 
It  will  be  therefore  the  duty  of  the  Council  in  1919  to  prepare  for 
increasing  the  water  supply  either  by  extending  the  headings  at 
Snarestone  or,  by  providing  an  additional  supply  from  elsewhere 
to  augment  the  present  supply. 

Sewers  The  sewers  with  flat  gradients  have  again  been  regularly 

flushed  out,  and  no  complaints  were  received  concerning  them  . 
neithei  did  any  serious  blockage  occur  during  the  year. 


House  The  collection  of  house  refuse  proceeded  satisfactorily  con- 

Refust  sidering  the  difficulty  of  labour,  etc  It  is  hoped  that  the  question 
of  a Refuse  Destructor  will  now  again  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  Council  to  obviate  the  tipping  tf  the  refuse  at  the  Sewage 
Farm,  which  is  unsatisfactory. 


Bakehouses 
and  Slaughter 
Houses. 


These  were  periodically  inspected  and  found  quite  satisfactory, 
and  no  action  was  necessary  during  the  year;  neither  was  there 
any  complaint  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  or  anv  private 
individual  in  respect  thereof. 
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Generally  speaking  these  were  found  to  he  kept  m good  order, 
but  such  structural  alterations,  etc.,  as  were  found  necessary  have, 
of  course,  had  to  be  left  until  such  time  as  labour  and  material  are 
available. 

It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  coming  year  some  of  the 
necessary  work  will  be  carried  out. 

The  two  lodging  houses  have  been  inspected  and  have  been 
found  to  he  managed  satisfactorily.  It  was  found  necessary  in  one 
case  to  have  a thorough  cleaning  and  limewashing  of  the  premises 
carried  out. 

These  were  all  inspected  as  usual  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  myself  and  found  satisfactory. 

A list  of  the  small  repairs  required  was  submitted  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  action  by  him.  All  these  premises 
were  cleansed  and  disinfected  at  the  necessary  times. 

The  import  of  frozen  meat  into  the  town  during  the  year  caused 
extra  work,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  a total  quantity 
of  2 tons,  2 cwts.,  and  2 qrs , as  being  unfit  for  food.  It  ought  to  he 
mentioned  that  the  butchers  of  the  town  were  most  anxious  to  assist 
in  connection  with  this  matter,  and  immediately  sent  for  the 
Inspector  or  myself,  if  they  had  the  least  doubt  that  any  meat 
appeared  unsound.
